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Baili*a<l Casualties in 1881 


Last year's record of railroad casual- 


ties in this country, according to a 
railroad Journal, compared mcst un- 
favorably with the record of preceding 
v»ars. So far as can be astertaioed, 
there were, during 1881, a total of 1,158 
accidents, causing loss of life in 4 
cas»i, and more or less serious injury 
to 1,597 persons. One reason for th* 
large number of casualties is given as 
tkt severity of the weather in the ear- 
lier part of 1881. 
Accidents resulting 


from collision numbered 536 as against 
437 m 1880. Of this number 366 were 
t 
what are known as "rsar" collisions, 
and ware due to the buJden increase in 
the large number of trains run on irnny 
of the roads. Derailments caused nc- 
cideats in 857 cases. 
Thsse were di- 


vided as follows: Broken rails in 85 
cases, Iocs* or spread rails in 29 cases, 
broken bridges or trestles in 44 cases, 
brokem wheels in 58 cases, broken axles 
in 50 cases, Misplaced switches in 85 
cases, cattl* on the track in 42 oases, 
accidental obstructions in 83 cases, and 
aalicious 
obstruction 
in 13 cases. 


in 318 cases there was no explanation 
*c»'be given for the cause of derailment. 
These derailment accidents, it ii noted, 
cassed the greatest amount of injury to 
tte person the record being 095 cases 


• against 565 ducto collision. The latter, 
-bow»v«r, were mor« fatal to life, 
and 


caused 209 deaths, againbt the 190 which 
followed derailment accidents. It will 


V>u Been from the above list that 
the 


rsisplacemtnt of switches, which ought 
to b» a preventable occurence if 
suffi- 


cient c-\ra and caution irero exercised, 
c»used exactly as many accidents as 
•were due to the accidental breaking of 
track rails. This fact carries its own 
moral.

THATBICH EXPEBUBNCE. 


A Free PreM Interview Buataloed 


and Ito S«aree.Revealed. 


[Detroit Viet Prera.] 


A few months ago an interview with 


a prominent and well known physician, 
formerly a resident of Detroit, bat no* 
living in New York appeared in the col- 
umns of this paper. The statements 
made by the doctor and the facts he di- 
vulged were of BO unnsnal a nature-as to 
cause no little commotion .among taos» 
who read them, and many inquiries 
were raised aa ta the genuineness of the 
interview and the validity of the state- 
ments it contained. The name of the 
physician was at that time suppressed 
at his own request. The seal of secrecy, 
however, can now Be removed, as the 
important and interesting letter which 
appears below will abundantly show.
